And you fay it. was to the Chriftian Saducees 
that St. Pans wrote in the xv. of the rift. of 
the Corinths. How can a Sadducee be call’d 
aChriftian ? 

Rebearfal. They went under that Denomina- 
titn,as Ours do. And believ’d fome things 
of Chrift. But their Faith was Vain, as the 
Apoftle -” them, for want of this Great Fay- 

ental. 


(2-) Conntry-ms The Sadducees deny’d any 
rit. Then they muft deny God too, for 
od isa Spirit, 

Rebear{. Have not I fhew’d you before that 
Dr. Coward p- 195. do’s not Allow God to be 
Im-material, but puts to it, 4s ufually Termsed ? 
Thefe Men have no Notion but of what they 
can See with their outward Fyks. Therefore 
their Thoughts cannot Afcend above Mat- 
ter. They fancy God to be fome Thin and 
Fluid fort of Matter, like the Air, or they 
don’t know what! Therefore they take fo 
much Pains to Difprove any Jm-material fub- 
fance in Man, and Strain their Philofophy to 
(make meer AZatter Capable of al} the Operati- 
ms of the Atind of Aan, even to have Con- 
Seience and Religion. Which they think a 
Lump of Earth may be brought to, by Cal- 
tiaing the Duff finer and finer, and they cannot 
tell to what Fine/s it may be brought at laft ! 
They refolve this into the Power of God. 


(3.) Country-m. But why will they deny 
Him the Power to make a Spirit that is Im- 
material? And then all the Difficulty is Solu’d 
a once. Capnot Almighty Power do this?

Rehearf. They will not allow Almighty Po- 
wer in This Cafe, but only in the Orher. 

Country-m. That is, they will Stint the Al- 
mighty where they think fit, and Extend his 
Power in Cafes that like them better! I am 
fure it is Eafier for me to think that an Jm- 
mortal and lm-material Spirit is in Man, which 
Afcends up to Heaven, and Contemplates fu- 
ture Glories, than that Earth can do all this, 
which is fo Unaétive in its felf, and wholly 
Paffive. 


(4) Rehearf. But when that Earth is Light- 
ed with Life (as thefe Men fay) then it will 
Shine and Burn like a Candle ' 

Country-m. And I obferve that the Flame Is 
always according to the Candle. Where the 
Candle is ill Made, or of bad Stuff, the Flame 
will be Dim, becaufe the Flame comes from 
the Candle, not the Candle from the Flame. 
And if Aan be nothing elfe but a Piece of 
Earth that is Lighted, 1 fee not how the Dif- 
ference betwixt JZan and Beaft can be fo 
Great as it is. For as tothe Earth of Man, 
and the Earth of Beafts, we fee no Difference; 
nay the Beafts as to their Bodies have the 
Advantage of us every way, they aré Stronger 
and more Perfe in every one of their out- 
ward Senfes. Therefore fince the Flame fol- 
lows the Candle, why fhou’d not the Earth 
of Beafts when Lighted Shine as Clear and 
Bright, at leaft, as the Earth of A4an? If it 
be faid that our Earth was Lighted at firft 
by God, fo was theirs. And the Flame is 
according to what the Candle is made of, not 
from, what it was Lighted. Therefore it feems 
Plain tome, That the Spirit of 14am comes elfe 
where than fromthe Body, and is not only 
the Life or Flame of the Body. For other- 
wife it cou’d not go Upwards, and Attain to 
the Knowlege of God,and of a Future State,

(5-) Rebearf. Shall I make you a little 
Merry, amidft our Serious Subje&? I have 
Quoted other Books before Dr. Coward 
which fet up the fame Notion of the Sout 
being only the Life of the Body. But Igo 
not through thefe, to Anfwer them all, 
(That wou'd Tyre our Axditory indeed) but 
I have kept Clofe to the Doftor, as the 
Latef, and who, it is to be Prefum’d, has 
drawn out the Marrow and Quintefcence of 
them all. But let me tell the Anfwer one 
of them gives to this Text, of The Spirit 
of Man that goeth Upward, &c. becaufe, as 
I faid, it will make you Smile, It is in 
the Book I nam’d before-call’d, Aan wholly 
Mortal. where p. 65. he fays, it is to be 
Uaderftood of the Breath of Man which 
Treacheth upward, and the Breath of a Beaft 
that Breatheth downward. For (fays he) Spirit 
fignifieth Breatb. And he Quotes that of 
Ovid to Prove it, Os homini fublime dedit, 
Calumque videre. That Alan is made of a 
Countenance Ereff, and to Look up to 
Heaven, whereas the Beaffs look Downwards 
to the Earth. 

Country-m. This wou’d Make one Leigh 
indeed! I fuppofe Ovid or he coud mean 
this only of the Swine, who they fay can- 
not turn their Eyes upward, and look upon 
the Skie. For other Beaffs can hold up 
their Heads, and See as far Upward as a 
Man can. And then what will he do with 
the Birds, who not only Look up, but Fie 
up, and far Aiigher than we can do? They 
fay an Eagle will out-face the Sen. And 
fome Flies have their Eyes on the Top of 
their Head. But is this all he fays to this 
Text? 

Rehearf. Every word, only that it is a 
Wonderfull thing! And fo he Leaves it. 
But the Doéor has not Borrow’d this Ar- 
gument. Tho’ what he has brought is not 
much better. 


(6.) Country-m. But when a Man Breaths, 
how long do you call it his Breath, after 
it is gon out of his Afouth? 

Rehearf. Not a Minute» It immediatly 
Diffolves into Common Air. For Breath 
is only the Air we fuck in, and Breath out 
again. 

Country-m. Then by thefe Mens Account, 
every Mouthful of New Air we take in, 
we get a New Sow/. For they make the 
Sout nothing but the Breath. And as your 
Author wifely obferves, Spérst fignifies Breath | 
So that they needed not have been at al} 
that Pains to Explain how we get a new 
Soul or Breath at the Refurreétion, for we Suck 


ago? How do’s this Burle/que the Scriptures; 
and Common Senfe! , 
But when the Breath of the Wicked was 
Stopt by the Flood, where was that Breath kept 
and in what Prifon, to be Punifh’d afterwards? 
For it is faid i. Pet. iii. 19. That Chrift Dene. 
and Preach'd to the Spirits in Prifon which 
famerime -were Difobedient in the Days of Noah, 
Was it only to their Breath that he Preached 2 


(7.) Rehearf. The Author of Man wholly 
Mortal fays, p- 90. That thofe Spirits were 
Dead, or imprifon’d in the Elements, And 
that All that Dye are Referved in the Chain 
of Death, the Elements, not tobe Delivered tip 
Sudgment. 

Country-m. | fappofe that was only the Lap 
wicked Breath they Breath’d! For fome time 
or other in their Life they have had Good. 
Thoughts, and that was Good Breath! At leaft 
in their Jufancy their Breath was Innocent! 

But how is their Breath in Prifon in the 
Elements, and when it is Dead too ? For when 
my Breath go’sinto Air, 1 fuppofe it is ag 
Free and out of Prifon as any other Air. Or 
when my Body is Diffolved and turn’d into 
Earth, is not that Earth as Free as any other 
Earth, or as the Earth into which Beafts are 
surn’d? Elfe the Beaffs havea Great Advan 
tage of us, for their Earth or Breath is not kept 
in Prifon! Bat pray what fays Dr. Coward 
to this Texr. 


(8.) Rebearf. He Slips it, but yet, as Ifaid 
before of another Text, he did not Forget it, 
for he Mentions it upon another Occafion, 
in his Farther Thoughts, p. 87. And all the 
ufe he makes of it is p. 88. to Prove that 
the Godhead did not Dye, and that Chrif did 
Suffer Death and was Buried. 

Country-m. Well, Mafter, 1 have done with 
them. I fhou’d be Tyr’d my felf now to 
Purfue them any further, who can Endure 
fuch Stuff as this !
